Developing Long Suit Winner rs| 


When your opponents have play- 
: ed all of the cards which they ori- 
ginally held in any suit, whatever 
ecards remain in your hand “will ‘win 
tricks when they are led” (unless an- 
other player trumps them). The 
method of developing Iong suit win- 
ners is simply to lead the suit until 
your. opponents have played all their 
cards (because they must follow suit 
when able). .The number of long 
suit winners if is possible to estab-]. 
ish in any suit, therefore, depends 
upon how many cards of that suit 
either opponent - holds... Any card 
over three ina suit is a potential 
tong suit winner.

The manifesto concludes by 
saying that the Spanish | 
Government is not pessimistic 
of the result of the struggle in 
spite of the Basaue situation.

west of Bilbao, .and advanced 14
